Ti-ie individuals by whom Oaths are now required to be taken at the Privy Council 
Table, are — 

I. The Lord Lieutenant; 

II. The Lords Justices. 

III. Privy Councillors. 

IV. The Clerk of the Council. 

The Lord Lieutenant and the Lords Justices take, — 

1st. The Oath of Office ; and 

2d. The Oath prescribed by the Statute 21 & 22 Viet. c. 48, to be taken in lieu of the 
Oatlis of Allegiance, Supremacy, and Abjuration, theretofore, required by law. The 
Lord Lieutenant and the Lords Justices also repeat and subscribe the Declaration, as set 
forth in the Acts 3d William and Mary, c.

The following are the Oaths and Declaration, as now administered to the Lord Lieutenant 
and the Lords J ustices :

You shall defend Her Majesty’s castles, garrisons, dominions, people, and subjects of 
this realm, and repress her rebels and enemies. 

You shall not consent to the damage and disherison of Her Majesty, her heirs or 
successors; neither shall you suffer the right of the Crown to be destroyed by any way, 
but shall let it to your power, and if you cannot let the same, you shall certify Her 
Majesty clearly and expressly thereof. , 

You' shall give your true and faithful counsel for the Queen s Majesty s profit ; and 
Her Highness’s counsel you shall conceal and keep. 

All other things for the preservation of Her Majesty’s realm of Ireland, the peace 
amongst her people and execution of justice, according to Her Majesty’s laws, usages, 
and customs of this Her Higlmess’s realm, you shall perform and do to your power. 

So help you, God, and the contents of this Book. 

[The foregoing Oath is administered by an archbishop or bishop, specially autho- 
rised for the'purpose by a commission under the Great Seal, or by some other pnvy 
councillor, should such* archbishop or bishop not be present.]

acquitted before God or man, or absolved of this Declaration, or any part thereof, although 
the Pope, or any other person or persons, or power whatsoever, should dispense with or 
annul the same, or declare that it was null and void from the beginning. 



The Oaths now required to be taken by Privy Councillors are, — 

1. The Oath of Office ; and 

2. The oath prescribed by the Act 21 & 22 Viet. c. 48 (hereinbefore recited); or, 
if a Roman Catholic, the oath prescribed by the Act 10 Geo. 4, c. 7 (herein- 
after recited). 

The following is the Oath of Office taken by Privy Councillors: — 

1. The Oath of a Councillor of State. 

You shall swear to be true and faithful to our Sovereign Lady Queen Victoria, and her 
counsel to conceal and keep secret from time to time ; and for the better furtherance of Her 
Majesty’s service, to give your best advice and counsel, and in all things concerning Her 
Majesty’s honour and profit to use with diligence and circumspection, as to a true coun- 
cillor shall appertain ; and that you shall by no means consent to her disherison or hind- 
rance, but shall make declaration thereof to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland for the time being, if you have time thereto, or otherwise to such of 
Her Majesty’s Council as are next to you, as well of that as all other matters that may 
touch Her Majesty’s service, or be prejudicial in any condition to her person or to the 
person of her Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the 
time being.

The Oaths now required to be taken by the Clerk of the Council are, — 

1. The Oath of Office; and, 

2. The oath prescribed by the Act 21 & 22 Viet. c. 48 (hereinbefore recited) ; or, 
if a Roman Catholic, the oath prescribed by the Act 10 Geo.

You shall to your utmost bear faith and allegiance to the Queens Majesty, and shall 
assist and defend all jurisdictions, pre-eminences, and authorities granted to Her Majesty

Persons Prelates, States or Potentates, and generally in all things you shall do as a 
faithful and true servant and subject ought to do to Her Majesty,

107, provision was made for the appointment 
of Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums, upon whom all the duties discharged by the Inspectors 
General of Prisons, as regards Lunatic Asylums, then devolved.

POOR LAW COMMISSIONERS.

The Commissioners for Administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland have 
the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 25th instant, requesting, by 
direction of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to be furnished with a Return, so far as 
relates to the Officers and Department of the Commissioners, to the Address presented to 
Her Majesty, dated the 13th instant, for a “ Return of each Oath now required to be 
taken by any of Her Majesty’s Subjects in the United Kingdom, stating by what Class or 
Individuals each such Oath is required to be taken, and of all Oaths that have been abolished 
or altered since the 1st January 1829.” 

In reply, the Commissioners desire to state that no officer of the Commission is required, 
as such, to take any oath whatever. 

Under the English Poor Law Amendment Act, 5 & 6 Will. 4, c. 76, s. 11, the Com- 
missioners and Assistant Commissioners (now called Inspectors) were required, before 
entering upon the execution of their respective offices, to take the following oath : — 

“ I, A. B., do swear that I will faithfully, impartially, and honestly, according to the 
best of my skill and judgment, execute and fulfil all the powers and duties of a Commis- 
sioner (or Assistant Commissioner, as the case may be), under an Act passed in the fifth 
year of the reign of King William the Fourth, intituled, c An Act for the Amendment and 
better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales.’ ”

Up to the time of the passing of the 10 & 11 Viet. c. 90, the Irish Poor Law was 
administered by the Commissioners appointed under the 5 & 6 Will. 4, c. 76, and their 
officers, and consequently the oath above referred to had to be taken by the Commissioner 
and the Assistant Commissioners acting in Ireland; but the Act 10 & 11 Viet c. 90, 
which established a separate Commission for Ireland, does not require that any oath be
